ANTRIM UNION. 

30 September 1875, 

The Board in pursuance of notice proceeded to consider the provisions of the National 
School Teachers (Ireland) Act in connection with the Circular of the 28th August last, 
communicating the views of Her Majesty’s Government on the subject of providing an in- 
creased rate of remuneration to the teachers, by the methods provided in the statute, viz., 
that where a union becomes contributory under Section o, the teachers within it shall 
receive as imtcli and half as provided by the scale of last year ; that is, on condition that 
the union furnish one-third the aniotmt of result fees, two-thirds will be granted out of the 
Imperial Exchequer. While in the event of the union being non-contributory, the teachers 
would receive one half the scale of last year’s result fees. 

The question having been discussed at length, and a deputation of National School 
managers and of school teachers heard in support oUhe proposed assessment on this union, 
according to estimate, namely, 486 1. for current year, — 

It was moved by John J. Kirkpatrick, Esq., seconded by Mr. Middlemiss, that the board 
of guardians do hereby agree to make the Antrim Union a contributory one within the 
meaning of the National iSchool Teachers Act, 38 & 3D Viet. c. 96. 

An amendment was moved by Wm. James Gwynne, Esq., to the effect, that, while the 
guardians, in order that the teachers may not be deprived of the retniineration which they 
were justified in relying on, and also of the addition thereto now proposed, consent, under 
the pressure of tlie recent statute, that the union became contributory. At the same time 
recording their strong disapproval of the absence of any provision for the remuneration of 
the numerous body of teachers tlu'oughout the country who are not connected with the 
National Board, nor any inducement (but the contrary), for giving the children instruction in 
God’s holy word. 

The amemlraent not being seconded, the chairman put the motion, which was carried 
unanimously. 

Moved by William James Gwynne, Esq., seconded by Samuel Thompson, Esq., J. p., 
and unanimously resolved, that, pursuant to Section 12 of the receni statute, the board of 
guardians consent that the teachers in the workhouse schools shall be entitled to participate 
in the like contribution as the other teachers within the union. 
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IN IRELAND (NATIONAL SCHOOL TEACHERS). 



ARDEE UNION. 

28 September 1875. 

i^EoposED by Alfred H. Wynne, Esq., seconded by John Taafe, Esq.: — '‘That this 
union do become a contributory union under the clauses of the Act to provide for additional 
payment to teachers of national schools.” 

“Proposed by Owen J. Caraher, Esq., as an amendment, seconded by John Callan, Esq.: 
“That although fully sensible of the inadequacy of ihe remuneration received by the 
national teachers, we decline to make this union contributory on the following grounds: — 

“First, as Ireland is called on to pay more than her fair share of Imperial taxation, 
we consider the cost of education should be defrayed out of the Imperial Ex- 
chequer. 

Second, vre refuse a voluntary contribution towards the support of a system 
of education that is anti-national, and tliat has been so strongly condemned by 
the Irish Hierarchy, and is forced on this country, notwithstanding the demands of 
the vast majority of the Irish people for denominational education.” 

The chairman then took the votes of the guardians present, when there appeared 13 votes 
for the former proposition, and 1.5 for the amendment, when the chairman declared the 
amendment canded by a majority of two votes, that this union shall not become contributory 
to provide additional payment for the national school teachers. 



ARMAGH UNION. 

14 September 1875. 

The board having been specially convened for tbe purpose of considering the Circular, 
dated the 30th ultimo, received from the Local Government Board in reference to the 
National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875, and also (o consider Mr. Peel’s notice of 
motion relating lo the filling of the rate receipt books by the collectors, a deputation of 
teachers appeared before the board, and expliiiued at considerable length their views regarding 
the measure affecting them recently passed by the Legislature. And it was moved by 
Mr. Small, j.p,, seconded by Colonel Simpson, j.p., “ That in the opinion of this board of 
guardians, the system of payment by results, adopted by the National Board in Ireland 
about three years ago is not satisfactory, inasmuch, as many very hard-working teacher's 
are thereby insufficiently remunerated ; that serious changes in a denominational direction 
have been made in the system by which the unsectarian character of the board is affected j 
and that in order to restore the national system to a healthy and satisfactory condition 
reforms are urgently demanded ; but that pending these, this board of 'guardians hereby 
agree to assess the amount required to pay for this year the result fees of the national 
schoolteachers iu the Armagh Union; such assessment not to be binding should the board 
of guardians deem it necessary, in the interests of united secular education, to withdraw 
the amount.” 

As an amendment, it was proposed by Mr. Templar, j.p., seconded by Mr. Atkinson, d.l., 
“ That the foregoing motion be rejected.” The motion having been put from the chair, was 
declared carried ; 26 members voting for, and 12 against it 



ATHY UNION. 

15 September 1875. 

The National School Teachers of Athy Union. 

A DEPUTATION of the national teachers of this union, consisting of Messrs. Collins, 
Lacy, Sweeney, Nolan, and Kinsella, appeared before the board, and put their case very 
forcibly before the guardians, with a request that this union should become a contributory 
union within the meaning of ihe Act. 

A letter was read from a teacher named M'Cann in support of the claim of the national 
teachers, and also one from the workhouse schoolmaster; the former was not entertained,- 
and the latter was adjourned until the next board day. 

On the quesiiou of Athy Union becoming a contributory union, Mr. Timothy Tennin 
proposed, and Mr. Lyons seconded, that it do become a contributory union, Mr. J. Leahy 
proposed, and Mr. “Whelan seconded, the following resolution as an amendment, viz.: — 
“ Jiesolved, that this board protest against the Government shilling the responsibility of 
settling the just claims of the national teachers for an increase of pay on the boards of 
guardians, and we consider it. unjust to increase taxation for the ]jurpose of education, 
which should be borne by tlie State ; and on a division, there voted for the amendment^ 
Messrs. Leahy, Reeves, Byrne, Lyons, Nolan, M'Hugh, J. Buouon (Ballinclea), D. Whelan — 
eight; against amendment, Messrs. Tennin, Bulwer, and Dunne — three; the amendment 
was therefore carried.

BAILIEBOROUGH UNION. 

27 September 1876. 

Bead No. 158 — M. 75. The Circular Letter of the Local Government Board, dated 
30th August 1875, with the accompanying copy of the National School Teachers (Ireland) 
Act, 1875, See. &c., were again laid before the board, in accordance with the guardians’ 
resolution of the 6th instant 

Mr. Simpson moved, that the guardians of this union are willing to become a contributory 
union within the meaning of the Act 38 & 39 Viet. e. 96. 

Mr. ChambeTS seconded the motion. 

Mr. Charles Smith moven, as an amendment, and Mr. ^Michael Clarke seconded, that 
the guardians of this union are not willing to become a contirhutoiy union within the mean- 
ing of the Act 38 & 39 Viet. c. 96. 

When the sense of the guardians was taken, there appeared for the amendment, five, and 
for the original motion, 13 votes; consequently, ihe motion was declared carried by a 
majority of eight. 

Mr. Keelan moved, and Mr. M'Comb seconded, that the following be appended to the 
motion : — “ Resolved, that in justice to the teachers, we make this a contributory union, but 
our doing so must not be considered an approval of the principle of mixed education.”

Wallace, appointed ata 
public meeting, held in Ballymena on Tuesday last, to wait upon the guardians on behalf 
of the managers of national schools in this union, were in attendance, and Mr. McKane, 
after some lengthened remarks, read and presented a memorial requesting this board to 
become a contributory one. Rev. J. Lynch and A. Robinson addressed the board at some 
length in favour of their adopting the memorial. After the deputation had withdrawn, 
Mr. Young, d.l., addressed the board in favour of the memorial, and moved : — “ That this 
union become a contributory one under the National School Teachers (Ireland) Bill of 
last Session.”— Seconded by Mr. Watson. 

Moved by Mr. Rowan, j.p., seconded by Mr. Cacutb, as an amendment, « That while 
sympathising with the teachers in their efforts to obtain higher salaries, and fully alive to 
the advantages of a national education, this union views with alarm the growing tendency 
to impose all the burdens of the State on the land, and considers that iu a matter such as 
education, in which ail classes of the community are alike benefited, that all description of 
property should be alike taxed in its support, and iherefove that this union become con- 
tributory vmder tlie Act for one year only.”

Carried unanimously. 
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BALLY SHANNON UNION. 

18 September 1875. 

The question, whether the union would become a contributoiy union under the National 
Teachers (Ireland) Act, was considered, and the following resolution proposed by Mr. 
Bloomfield, J.P., and seconded by Mr. Coulter, was declared carried, no amendment having 
been proposed. 

liesolved , — That this board deprecates the introduction of the “ National Teachers 
(Ireland) Act,” previous to alterations in the present system of carrying out the provisions 
of national education in Ireland, such as the appointment of paid Commissioners responsible 
to Parliament, and the abolition of all non-vested schools, which are necessary to restore 
the system to its original intention now degenerating into a purely denominational 
education. 

Feelifig satisfied, however, that the Government will see tlie absolute necessity of con- 
sidering this question in the coming Session, this Board acknowledging the insufficiency of 
the salaries of the teachers, and fully appreciating the inestimable benefits of education, 
cannot take upon itself the responsibility of relegating the means to a mythical voluntary or 
school fees provision, and therefore feel bound to make this a contributory union under the 
Act.

Pursuant to noiice given on the 6th iastaut, it was proposed by Mr. Byrne, j.p., 
seconded by Mr. Deane, j.p. : — That the guardians of this union decline to become con- 
tributory under the “ National School 'I’eachers Act, 1S75.”

Board that the incomes of ail the schools in tliis union are of full amount, most being up to 
or over 100 I a year, and none less than about 60 a year, we decline to become contributory 
under the Schools Act. ^ • j -u • xl- 

We have also ascertained that the fees paid by parents for their children in this union 
amounis to 425 1. per annum, whilst there were 3,052 children who passed the examination 
for result fees.; the total number of children attending school being many more, we draw 
attention to the fact that this payment of fees by parents amounts to only 2 s. 6 d. to 
3 s. per annum for each child; if fees were enforced from parents to the average of 1 d. per 
week for every child, any possible deficiency in ihe incomes of schools could be. simply 
made up, and a great gain to the ciiiidren be effected in procuring regularity of 
attendance.” 



CLONES UNION. 

1 October 1S75. 

Proposed by John Brady, Esq., and seconded by F. S. Wrench, Esq., and unanimously 
Resolved, “That inasmuch as the plan proposed is calculated to secure efficient services of a 
good class of national teachers for this union and in the urgency of the case, we consent, as 
a temporary expedient, to give the measure a trial and tn become a contributory union for 
this year within the meaning of the National Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875; at the same 
time we do not fully approve of it for the following reasons amongst others : — 

1 st. Because it is contrary to the principle and constitution of Irish Poor Law Boards to 
pay taxes for purposes over which we have no control and outside our primary sphere. 

2nd. Because we consider it an unfair method of taxation, and should, in our opinion, be 
borne by the State, by means of taxation raised from all sorts of property, and not solely of 
the poor rates which affect real property only. 

3 rd. Because it will increase the difficulty of enforcing the payment of reasonable and 
moderate school fees (which all parents are bound to provide for the education of their own 
children as far as possible), and tend to destroy the spirit of independence in parents and 
guardians of children, as teachers will be tempted to induce children to attend almost for 
gratuitous teaching to enable them to obtain results fees. 



CORK UNION.

Me. Kennedy moved, pursuant to notice, and Mr. Scott seconded: 

Resolved, “That the Cork Board of Ouardians, without committing itself to an approval 
of the National School Teachers Act, and without prejudice to its right to seek hereafter 
for amendments therein, is willing to become, for the ensuing year, a contributory union 
under the provisions of that Act.” 

After some discussion the resolution passed wilhout a division. 



BROGHEDAUNION.

In accordance with 14 days’ notice given to each guardian of this union, the payments 
to “ National School Teacliers ” was brought forward for consideration of the board at the 
meeting on this day; 22 guardians attended. 

It was proposed by Mr. R. B. Daly, and seconded by Mr. George Harpur, “That this 
union shall in each financial year coniribute out of the rates a sum equal to one-third of the 
whole amount which shall, on the passing of this resolution, become payable in each year 
by the way of results fees, in respect of pupils residing in this union, to the teachers of 
national schools within the union.” 

It was proposed as an amendment by Mr. John Moore, and seconded by Mr. John 
Mangan, “ That although fully sensible of the small remuneration received by the national 
teachers, we decline to make this union contributing, on the following grounds ; first, as 
Ireland is paying more than her fair share of Imperial taxation we consider the cost of 
education should be defrayed out of the Imperial Exchequer, 

Second, 
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“ Second, that we refuse to voluntary tax the ratepayers of this union for any purpose not 
connected with the relief of the poor. Eight guardians voted for Mr. Daly’s resolution, and 
13 cruaidians voted for Mr. Moore’s amendment; the amendment was therefore declared 
carried.”

Moved by James Keilly, Esq., t.c., seconded by John Burke, Esq.: — ‘'That 
the guardians of the North Dublin Union having considered the papers and documents 
sent to them on the 30th of August last by the Local Government .Board, on the subject 
of increasing the remuneration of the teachers of national schools within their union, under 
the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875, the 38 k 39 Viet. c. 95, and of 
making' their union contributory thereto to the amount of 992 f., payable out of the poor 
rates of tlie union, respectfully decline placing on the ratepayers of their union any addi- 
tional burthevi to those now affecting them, incurred for national objects and the benefit 
and advancement of the national welfare, namely, amongst other matters the payment of 
fees for registration of births, deaths, and marriages, vaccinations, lists of jurors, lists of 
electors for Members of Parliament, and other subjects too numerous for enumeration ; and 
whilst the guardians admit that it is most desirable, and are anxious U>at the education of 
the people should be pursued to the utmost extent possible, and the teachers employed 
should possess the highest attainments and qualifications, and be correspondingly remune- 
rated, yet that same being a national object, and for the advantages of the public welfare,' 
they think the entire expense should be borne by the nation at lai-ge, and it is not right or 
just that the poor rates should be burtiiened with a contribution thereto, and this too when 
the guardians have no voice in the selection of the teachers, nor the sl^htest control in 
the management of the schools, as for instance in the 78 schools mentioned in Appendix jB. 
in the North Dublin Union (three of which are described as central model, and eight as 
central), sho'wing thereby that immediate connection wiih and situation within the pre- 
cincts of tlie principal establishment at Marlborough-street, the guardians have no right 
whatever. 

The guardians further observe that although the results system has been in operation 
in their schools for a considerable time, the teachers have not received any benefit from the 
results fees, but some were refused ; and they are still excluded by the Act of Parliament 
from participating in the contribution should it be assented to, and are left for the purpose 
of remuneration to the merciful consideration of the giiardi'-ms. For these reasons, amongst 
others, the guardians repeat their disinclination to farther increase the burthen of the rate- 
payers by assenting to the contribution asked for.

“4ih. That this Board protests against any school receivtng aid from the rates which 
does not secure the object of the national system of education as laid down in the first 
fundamental rule of the. Commissioners, viz., ‘combined literary and moral,’ and separate 

religious instruction to children of all persuasions, as far as possible, in the same school. 

“ 5 th. That copies of these resolutions be sent to the Lord Lieutenant, the Chief iSecretary, 
and the Commissioners of Ldiicatinn.” 

Mr. Jeremiah Jordan seconded the motion. 

S. Yates Johnstone, Esq., d.l., j.p., moved, and Mr. George Hurst seconded, an amend- 
ment “ That tliis union do not become contributory.” 

Mr. Montgomery here rose, and said, that for the sake of convenience he would divide 
the proposition into two parts, the first of the series to be put to the meeting distinct and 
separate from the other four, taking them afterwards. 

Mr. James Kenny spoke in support of the resolution. 

Captain Archdule, D.L., J.p. , spoke in favour of the resolution, and would vote with 
Mr. Montgomery. 

William Archdale, Esq., supported the resolution, and would vote with Mr. 

Montgomery, 

Mr. William Carson, of Enniskillen, concurred, and would vote for the resolution. 

Mr. Montsomery having replied to the arguments of Mr. Johnstone, — 

The Presiding Chairman (Lord Behnore) rose, and iit considerable length stated his 
reasons for supporting the resolution, and voting wiih Mr. Montgomery. 

On the Question, “That Mr. Johnstone’s amendment do pass,” the Ayes were 7, and 
the Noes 42. 

The first resolution was then put to the meeting, and passed unanimously. 

The other four resolutions were then put, and also passed unanimously. 

The clerk was then directed to prepare copies of the resolutions for transmission to the 
Lord Lieutenant, the Chief Secretary, the Commissioners of Education, and the Local 
Government Board. 

The dcpuialion from the National Teachers Association returned thanks and withdrew; 
and Mr. Montgomery moved, Mr. Carson seconded, and it was unanimously Resolved, 
“ That results' fees be also paid to the teachers of the workhouse schools, in accordance 
with ihe 12th section of the Act.” 



ENNISTYMON UNION. 

28 September 1876. 

The Board of Guardians having proceeded to consider whether or not this Union would 
be made contributory to the payments to National School Teachers under the 38 & 39 
Tict.c. 96. 

Proposed by Major Studdert, and seconded bv Mr. McMahon, j.p. : — “That while 
wishing to see the present position of National Teachers improved, we protest against 
the principle of National Education being mode a charge on local rates.

Read letter from Edward S. Tener, Esq,, stating that he regretted exceedingly that the 
dangerous illness of a friend prevented him being present at the meeting of the Board on 
Monday.

An amendment was proposed by N. Hone Dyas, Esq. ; seconded by George Bomford, 
Esq.: — “That though we feel much aggrieved that under the existing system of local

With reference to the letter of the Local Government Board, No. 148,.M— 75, dated 
30ih August 1875, requesting the guardians to inform them whether the Kenmare 
Union would become a coniributory union for the purpose of increasing the remuneration 
of the teacliers of National Schools, — 

It was proposed by Richard J. Maiwnv, Esq,, and seconded by Captain Colomb: — 
“ That this Board of Guardians fully appreciate the advantages of education, and also 
admitting the justice of the principle that the districts benefited by the .National Schools 
should, according to their capacity, sliarc in the support of tlie teachers, would be willing 
to contribute the average proportion calculated on ail the unions in Ireland, viz,, 1 d. in the 
pound; but considering this union as regards area, population, and value is about the 
poorest in Ireland, and one of the highest rated, the Board cannot consent to be a con- 
tributory union, which would inflict a tax of 6 cf. in the pound, which would be the sum 
i*equired to give effect thereto on the already over-burthened ratepayers, the poor rate in 
the Kenmare Electoral Division being 5-s. in the pound.” 

Sir Richard Orpen moved as an amendment, and was seconded by Mr. Richard Marbury ; 
— That all the words in Mr. Mabony’s resolution after the word ‘ that ’ be omitted, and 
that the following words, ‘ This union declines to be contributory to the salaries of teachers 
of the National Schools’ ” be inserted. 

Sir Richard Orpen'’a amendment having been put by the chairman was negatived by 
nine to seven votes. Mr. Mahony’s motion was then put, and carried. 



KILLALA UNION.

Resolved, That we protest against any further application of the principle of imposing on 
the poor rate any charge other than those which may be applied to the support ofthepoor j 
that we consider that this Board should not be required to contribute funds for the support 
of any institution over the management of which it has no control whatever; and, more- 
over, that as all matters connected with National Education are of Imperial interest, all 
expenses attending them ought to-jfee paid by the State.

— That ibe union do become contributory, but at the same time the guardians desire to 
express their disapproval of the Government scheme, and to protest against having an 
offer forced cn tlieni which they cannot refuse without detriment to the education of the 
district. They further hope Government will reconsider the whole question at an early 
date.” 

For the amendment there voted two guardians, against it 21. For the original motionl9, 
ao-ainstit 3, one declining to vote. The union was therefore declared contributory. 



LISBURN UNION. 

28 September 1875. 

The Board of Guardians proceeded with the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 
1875, the consideraiion of whicli was adjourned from tlie meeting of the Board on the 14th 
instant. After the chairman had read communications addressed to him in favour of the 
measure from Sir Richard Wallace, Bart., m.p., John D. Barbour, Esq., j.p, David Beatly, 
Esq., J.P., John Millar, Esq., j.p.,; and Mr. Andrew Wilson, none of whom were able to be 
present, — It was proposed by Major H, S. McCHntock, j.p., Chairman, and seconded by 
Claude L, Capron, Esq., Vice Chairman, and unanimously Resolved : — “ That this Board, 
being anxious to advance the cause of education, constitutes this union contributory, for 
one year, under the provisions of ' The National Schools Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875,’ 
and further desires to record its earnest wish that the system of National Education (to 
which we now agree to contribute) be admini.stered and carried out in the strictly 
undenominational characier in which it was originally formed and introduced into this 
country.” 

It w'as then proposed by Mr. Thomas S. Howe, seconded by Mr, Samuel Young, and 
Resolved unanimously: — “ That this Board becomes contiibutory and approves of the pay- 
ment of result fees under the Act of 1875, to the teachers of National Schools in this 
workhouse. 



LISNASKEA UNION. 

2 October 1875. 

The consideration of the National School Teachers Act was proceeded with, when, the 
Act having been read by the Clerk, and also a letter from Matt. FI. Sankey, Esq., on the 
subject, a deputation of" the Nationnl Teachers in the Union was admitted, a member of 
whom read a memorial to ihe guardians, which was supplemented by some observations 
from members of the deputation, urging their claims on the Board; and after some conver- 
sation regarding children’s school fees. &c., the deputation retired. 

It was then proposed by H. D. J. Montgomery, Esq., and seconded by Viscount 
Crichton, m.p. “ That this Board of Guardians, rather than seriously injure the teachers 
by depriving them of an important portion of their results fees, agree to make this Union 
contributory for one year, under the provisions of the National School Teachers (Ireland) 
Act, 1876.” 

J his motion being put to the Board, eleven guardians voted for, and nine against ; it was 
accordingly declared carried. 

It was then proposed by Mr. Montgomery, seconded by Lord Crichton, and resolved as 
ml!ows:-~‘M. That this Board considers that, for the future, the rates should not be 
burthened for the support of schools when many of the parents do not pay the amount of 
school fees that might reasonably be expected from them, of schools not necessary to supply 
the real educational wants of a neighbourhood, or of schools in which the arrangements as 
to building or furniture are unsuited to their purpose. 

* 2. That this Board considers that the payment of full result fees in any school should 
be made to depend on the amount paid to that school in school fees, or other local contri- 
butions, as well as on the raising of a local school rate. 

^‘3. That 
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‘^3. That this Board of (guardians protest against any school receiving aid from the 
rates which does not secure the object of the national system of education, as laid down in 
the first fundamental rules of the Commissioners, viz., combined literary, and moral and 
separate religious instruction to children of all persuasions, as far as possible, in flhe same 
school. 

"4. That copies of these resolutions be sent to the Lord Lieutenant, the Board of 
Education, and the Chief Secretary.” 



LONDONDERRY UNION. 

25 September 1875. 

Read Notice convening Special Meeting to consider the “ National School Teachers 
(Ireland) Act, and decide whether, for the purpose of incieasing the remuneration of the 
Teachers of National Schools within the union they are willing to become a contributory 
union within the meaning of the Act. Also if they are willing to grant a sum out of the 
rates by way of results fees to the teachers of the workhouse schools under 12ih section of 
said Act. And to make such order or orders with reference thereto as the Boaid shall deem 
meet.” 

Mr. Lecky proposed, and Mr. Corscadden seconded: — That this union become 
contributory for one year ui\der the National Teachers (Ireland) Act.”

“3. Because we consider National Schools too numerous, being in many instances 
grouped in villages in the rural districts, and that by a proper disposition of schools over 
the country, compulsory education, and a scale of school fees, this unpopular and anomalous 
tax would be unnecessary.” 

For the Amendment, 9; against, 32. 

Major Scott proposed, and Mr. Babbington seconded : — “That the union do not become 
contributory.” 

On being put to the meeting, 7 voted for, and 27 against. 

The original Resolution was then declared carried. 



LONGFORD UNION. 

22 September 1875. 

Referring to Circular Letter from Local Government Board, dated 30th August 1876, 
and Resolution thereon as appearing on Guardians’ Minules of the 8th instant, the following 
Resolution was unanimously agreed to ; — “ That we protest against the principle of national 
education being made a charge on local rates, as we have neither control over its schools 
nor voice in fixing the salaries of the teachers, nor in their selection, it being of Imperial 
interest it should be maintained out of the Imperial fund exclusively. We, therefore, 
decline becoming a contributory union under the Act. We further condemn the tendency 
in recent legislation of imposing additional taxation on the already overtaxed ratepayers.”

Because if this Board should consenttocontribute.it would incur a liability 
unlimited in amount and depending upon the discretion of the Board of National Education, 
who would have absolute power to fix the amount and certify for the levy without appeal. 

“3rd. Because this Board would not have any control over the expenditure of the 
money contributed, and no'persons ou^ht to make themselves responsible for the raising of 
money in the expenditure of which they have not any control. 

“ 4tb. Because said Board of Education is an Imperial and not a local institution, and is 
under the management of the Imperial Government, and not of this Board, or of any other 
Board of Guardians, and it ought as heretofore to be provided with funds out of the 
Imperial Exchequer, to which all contribute, or out of the surplus funds produced by the 
sale of the “ Protestant Church property,” same having been oiiginaily charged with a 
trust for education. 

“ 5th. Because it is unjust to charge land more than other property for national pur- 
poses, or to make the owner of a single acre of land not only pay all other taxes, but also 
pay this new tax in addition, from which the possessor of a hundred thousand pounds in the 
funds or cm mortgage would be entirely free.” 

For the amendment 11. Against it 13. 

The original motion was then put, when 14 voted for it, and 9 against it, and was conse- 
quently declared to be carried.

The guardians having on this day, 14 days’ notification having been given, considered the 
subject of the notice given by the Local Government Board in pursuance of Section 4 of 
the Act 38 & 39 Viet, c.96; it wasproposed by Edward William O’Bvien, Esq., andseconded 
by Patrick Cahill, Esq., That the Union of Rathkeale be made a contributory union 
under the provisions of the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 36 & 39 Viet. c. 96.” 
And it was proposed as an amendment to same, by George James Hewson, Esq,., and 
seconded by George Caulfield, Esq., “That the Rathkeale Union be not made a con- 
tributory union under the provisions of the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act.”

RATHKEALE UNION.

The Board having taken into consideration the several reasons assigned by the chairman 
at the meeting held on the 22nd September ultimo, for not agreeing to make this union 
contributory under the National School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 38 & 39 Viet. c. 96, it was 
resolved : — 

“ That this Board, though of opinion that the school teachers are, as a body, insufiSciently 
paid, have declined to constitute this union contributory under the Act passed this year, for 
the following reasons : — 

“ 1. That the proposed taxation for educational purposes, though optional at the outset, 
would soon become compulsory as a necessary consequence, and would before long entail 
management by local school boards instead of the present mode of administration. 

«2. That the local taxation required to supplement the educational expenditure of the 
country would be unlimited in amount, and the probable tendency of Parliamentary action, 
would be to throw more proportionally upon local and less upon Imperial funds. 

“ 3. That to be so would be unjust and impolitic, for two reasons, viz. : because Ireland,, 
a poor country, is already taxed to the highest amount she is able to bear, and because the 
ignorance of Ireland is in a great degree owing to the laws passed in former times by 
English authority, to prohibit the education of the Irish people, as her poverty is laigely 
attributable to restrictions imposed upon her commerce and manufacturing industiy. 

‘‘ 4. That payment by results, though plausible, operates with practical injustice, 
injuriously affecting places where the population is poor or thinly scattered, and would 

100. E 2 exclude 
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exclude many poor and meritorious teachers from the proposed increase of income, it 
should be only employed by way of premium and as supplementary to adequate fixed 
salaries. 

“ 5 . That a large proporlion of the National School teachers of Ireland is untrained, and 
is likely to continue so, until the demand of the Irish people for the extension of the non- 
vested system to training schools shall have been complied with. 

“ 6. That the poor rate is levied for purposes wholly different from education, and that 
to combine with it a tax for education is inexpedient and fraught with danger to the 
administration of poor law relief, 

“ 7, That neverUieless, as the condition of the very poor outside the workhouse bears a 
strong analogy, as far as the necessity for assisted education is concerned, to that of 
paupers, whose children we are bound under the Poor Law to educate, it is a matter 
well worthy of the consideration of Parliament and the country whetlier boards of 
guardians should not have the power of paying school fees for the children of such 
persons, and that teachers should no longer be obliged to educate such children 
gratuitously on the requisition of managers. 

8. That the burthen of educational expenditure, so far as it is borne by public 
bodies, ought to fall upon all sources of income, and ought not to be confined like 
the poor rate to land. 

“ 9. That the administration of national education in whole or in part through local 
boards, whilst involving great danger to the maintenance of the principles on which 
national education is founded, would probably be productive of political and sectarian 
differences, and seriously affect the uniform operation of the system. 

“ 10. Tliat it is perfectly possible to introduce alterations by which the condition of 
the teachers would be materially and morally improved as it ought to be, without 
having recourse to optional or compulsory local taxation. 

“ 11 . That copies of the foregoing resolutions be forwarded to the Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, as well as to the Local Government Board.’’ 



ROSCOMMON UNION. 

26 September 1876. 

Ah application was read from a deputation of schoolmasters, soliciting an interview 
with the Board to explain iheir views and claims on the question of remuneration, &c. 

The deputation being allowed in explained their views and answered the several 
questions put to them satisfactorily. Forming also portion of the business of the day 
as announced by circular, the question was now duly introduced, and after some dis- 
cussion It was proposed by Henry Smith, Esq., n.v.c., and seconded by Joseph A. 
Holmes, Esq., j.p., d.l.:— “ That this union become a contributory one for the pur- 
poses of the National School Teachers Amendment Act of last Session.” 

An aaiendment was then proposed by ■William Bagott, Esq., j.p., and seconded by 
Patrick McDonnell, Esq., to the following effect « That we decline to become contribu- 
tory, because whilst most anxious to improve the position and salaries of the national school 
teachers this Board most strongly protests against a system of placing on local rates charges 
to winch they are not legitimately liable and in the present instance this Board begs to 
state that the cost of a national system of education should, in its opinion, be contributed 
from national sources, and not be charged on the owners and occupiers of land to the 
exoneration of fundholders and other monetary interests. This Board would further suggest 
that the mode ot collection of school fees should be amended with a view to their being paid 
With more punctuality than under the system hitherto adopted.”

The question of making the union a contributory one or not, under the National School 
Teachers Act, 1875, referred to in minutes of 9th instant, having been considered, and notice 
given to each guardian by clerk, who produced again on this day the documents referred to in 
minutes of 9th instant, and an interview having this day been granted to a deputation of 
teachers, as requested by tltem, to state their case to the board, Mr. Westropp, j.p., pro- 
posed, and Mr. Callaghan seconded, “That this union be a contributory union with regard 
to the ‘ National Schoolmasters Bill.’ ” 

Mr. Reade, J.P., proposed, and Mr. Moreland, j.p., seconded, as an amendment, which 
is carried by six to three: — “ That this union should not be taxed for national schools, be- 
cause there is in the property of the late Protestant church an ample fund, by law charged 
with the maintenance of a school in every parish in Ireland. We consider that that fund 
should be applied to that purpose. It is now in the possession of the Government, and as 
the trust should follow the property, the Government is in all justice bound to support 
these schools, and not transfer them to the poor rates, which are not justly or properly 
liable while the Government has possession of the property, and has heretofore only applied 
it to the relief of the English Exchequer.” 

On a poll, Messrs. Westropp, j. p., Callaghan, and Leanlan (three'', voted for the pro- 
position, and Messrs. Reade, j.p., Moreland, j.p., Purcell, Morony, Brady, and Studdert, 
J.p. (six), for the amendment. 

Mr. Molony did not vote on the question. 



STOKESTOWN UNION. 

24 September 1875. 

The guardians having had before them the several memoranda supplied for their infor- 
mation in reference to the demands made on them under the National Teachers Act. 

Mr. Irwin proposed, and Mr. John Flynn seconded : — “ That the board decline to make 
their union contributory under 38 & 39 Viet. c. 96, for the following reasons: — 

“ 1 . Because they consider that a tax in aid of popular education ought to be an Imperial 
and not a local charge. 

“ 2. Because they believe that the national teachers would be sufficiently paid without 
any addition to existing taxation, if proper means were adopted to enforce school fees from 
such of the pupils who can afford to pay. 

“3. Because the board feel bound to refuse a voluntary contribution towards a system 
of education not based upon religion, and, therefore, unsuited lo the character and ideas of 
our people.” 

Captain Drought proposed, and Mr. Thomas Cox seconded, the following amendment: — 
“That although we disapprove of charging the poor rates with expenses that do not strictly 
belong to the relief of the poor, yet, as in this instance, our refusal to become a contributory 
union would be actually imposing a fine on the national schoolmasters, we consent, for this 
year, to be a contributory union, hoping that before the expiration of that time some 
method more in accordance with the wishes of the ratepayers of supplementing the salaries 
of the national teachers may be devised. 

On the amendment being put it was rejected by a majority of three, the votes for, being 
live ; against, eight. 

Mr. Irwin’s motion was being then put, when, on Mr. Morton objecting to the 3rd 
reason being adapted by the board, Mr. Irwin cancelled the paragraph to which objection 
was made, and the resolution thus amended was agreed to without a division.

Aftek the minutes were read the guardians proceeded to take the matter of the School 
Teachers Act into coiisideration. Mr. Delaney addressed the board at length in favour of 
the union becoming contributory. Messrs. Freehill, Lynch, and Lennox of Trim, Athboy, 
and Rathmoylan schools were in attendance as a deputation representing the other school 
teachers, and answered questions put to them by the board, and presented a m^orial 
prayinir of the guardians to become contributory, with the signatures of several Eoman 
Catliobc clergymen and the several teachers of the schools within the union attached. 
James Delaney, Esq., moved, and A. S. Montgomery, Esq., seconded, — “That as an act 

of kindness towards the teachers, tlie guardians of this union become contributory for one 

McEvoy, Esq., then moved as an amendment, which was seconded by S. G, Drake, 
Esq.’ That this union do not become a contributory union.” 

Mr. McEvoy stating as his reasons for opposing the Bill were— 

“1. That it was an Imperial question, and ought to be treated by the Government as

Against the amendment, and in favour of the union becoming contributory : — Messrs,

■Winter, G. W. Cuppage, A. S. Montgomery, W. Hopkins, J. Delaney, and A. Colies 
— 13. 

The amendment was therefore declared earned, and this union will not be a contributory 
union according to the provisions of the “ National School Teachers Act.” 



TUAM UNION. 

29 September 1875. 

The guardians having next proceeded to consider the National Teachers (Ireland) Act, 
1875, and the circular of his Grace the Lord Lieutenant to the Local Government Board 
on the subject, together with the returns of results fees earned in the year 1874-75 in each 
national school within the union, the views of several members of the board having been 
expressed, the following resolution, proposed by Robert bodkin, Esq., and seconded by 
Thomas S. Kirwan, Esq., was unanimously adopted: — 

^^While we desire to bear testimony to the efficiency of the national school teachers and 
the inadequacy of the remuneration they receive, we fail to recognise any principle which 
would render the rates of the union liable for their support. 

We consider that the Government of the coumry should provide for the education of 
its people out of national resources, and we protest against a measure which would, to any 
extent, release it from so grave a responsibility. 

We have observed with apprehension the tendency of recent legislation to impose on 
the local rates burdens which were never contemplated in the framing of the poor law, and 
which we regard as ■unjust as they are oppressive.” 



tulla union. 

21 September 1875. 

Mr. O’Connell proposed, and Mr. McNamara seconded, that the consideration of the 
question of the national teachers’ salaries be postponed for a fortnight, in order that the 
guardians may be better informed on the subject; but it was lost, on a poll being taken, 
by a majority of seven. 

TJie following resolution was then unanimously agreed to : — *' The Tulla board of guar- 
dians decline to become a contributory union under the National School Teachers Act. 
They would be very sorry to see the salaries reduced, but they think that the result of 
putting an increase on the poor rate would have the effect of making the. rate obnoxious 
and diverting it from the original intention, namely, of relieving the poor.” 
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URLINGFORD UNION. 

23 September 1875. 

The board were specially summoned for this day to decide whether the Urlingford 
Union shall become a contributory union, for the purpose of increasing the remumeration 
of the teachers of national schools within this union, within the meaning of the Act 38 & 
39 Viet. c. 96. 

The letters and correspondence on the subject having been read by the clerk, it was 
moved by Mr. Delariy, j. p., seconded by Mr, Nicholson, and passed unanimously as 
follows ; — “ITiat we protest against being called upon to contribute to the salaries of the 
national school teachers of Ireland. "When those schools were originally established they 
were called ‘National,’ evidently showing they were to be supplied by national funds. We 
have no control over the schools, the teachers, or their saiaiies. We cannot understand 
why we should be called on to contribute towards their support, and we see no grounds 
■why national education should be charged ou local rates, and consider that being a matter 
of Imperial interest, it should be an Imperial charge and not one on this union. I there- 
fore move that we do not contribute to the support of the national teachers.” 



WATERFORD UNION. 

6 October 1875. 

Pursuant to notice, Mr. Bloomfield moved, and Mr. Caren seconded, "That this 
union become contributory under the National School Teachers Act.” 

Dr. Scott moved an amendment, which was seconded by Mr. Slattery: — "That this 
board, though opposed to the mixed system of education, and to the policy of making any 
contribution towards its maintenance a permanent charge upon the poor rates, do never- 
theless, in the interest of a deserving and ill-paid class of public officials, consent to become 
contributory for tlie two years ending 1st April 1877, under the recent Act, in the hope 
that a plan of education more suited to the wants and wishes of the people may be soon 
de-vised and put into operation.” 

Mr. Bloomfield having withdrawn his motion in favour of Dr. Scott’s, and thus resolving 
the amendment of the latter into a substantive resolutiou, 

Mr. Clampett moved the following amendment upon Dr. Scott’s motion:—" That while 
we sympathise with the national teachers in their efforts to improve their position as to 
salaries, we believe that any proposed increase in their income should be borne by the 
Imperial Exchequer, to which we pay annually eight millions of money, and not from the 
poor rates, which are intended to be applied only to the relief of the poor of the country, 
and therefore refuse to become contributory under the National Teachers Act.” 

This amendment having been seconded by Mr. Conn, tbe board divided upon it, when 
the numbers ■were, for, 17 ; against, 18. 

The amendment having been declared lost, Dr. Scott’s motion was put and carried by 
18 to 16 votes. 



WESTPORT UNION. 

16 September 1875. 

Read memorandum of national teachers’ case, dated ,4th September 1875, from^ the 
President and Secretary of the National Teachers’ Association, Alexandria-buildings, 
Eustace-street, Dublin, requesting the guardians will adopt the provisions of the "National 
School Teachers (Ireland) Act, 1875,” for payment of results fees out of the rates. 

Pursuant to resolution and notice of the 2nd instant, a copy of which was on that day 
sent to each member of the board, the guardians have considered the circular of the Local 
Government Board, dated 30tli August 1875, and also the “ National School Teachers 
(Ireland) Act, 1875 ” with the other "documents enclosed therewith, and it is proposed by 
Lord J. J. Browne, seconded by George P. Louden, and Resolved , — "That we decline to 
contribute to the salaries or “result fees” of the national school teachers of Ireland. That 
as we have no control over the schools, and have nothing to say .to the salaries granted in 
each case, or to the selection of the school teachers, we do not understand on what grounds 
we are asked to contribute. We protest against the principle that national education 
should be a charge on the local rates, and consider that being a matter of Iinperi^ interest, 
it should be an Imperial charge ; and that if, in opposition to the universal feeling of the 
country, a rate-in-aid be forced upon it, such should be a rate upon tbe whole of Ireland, 
and not on the individual poor law unions, the practical effect ot which latter course is to 
make the poorest parts of Ireland the heaviest contributors to a system of education which 
very many entirely disapprove of.” 

Mr. John J. Louden alone dissents from the foregoing resolution. 
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
